accent the time the best trained horse

When I 
wan with Hengler I many a time had to 
go with my violin to the ring at 6 o'clock 
in the morning to play by the hour near 
a horse that was nndergoing training, so 
as to familiarize the animal with the 
air to which he was required to perform 
in the ring.
